Social' Conditions. 


The  Social  Conditicsis  of  the  District  have  not  altered  in  any 
ixotablo  feature  since  the  last  report  in  3.945.  The  health  of  the 
district  has  been  raa,intainod  at  its' previous  very  satisfactory  level, 
as  shovai  by  the  low  death  rate’  and’  the'  ver;/  sati  s.factory  figures  for 
infantile  mortality  an.l  inf ec'tiou’s'  diseases. 

The  problem  of  housing  .in.  still  a heartbreaking  one.  Too  many 
young  couples  with  small  cfiildren  have  no  home  of  their  o\m  and  are 
living  in  overcrov;ded  conditions..  In  some  cases  husband  and  wife  are 
not  able  to  live  in  -the  sam.e  house. 


This  is  a deplorable  state  of  affairs  and  affecting  as  it  does 
the  foundation  of  sociaj  harmony  and  health  which  is’ the  human  fam:i.ly 
evil  the  social  conse.quoncGs  ai'o  too  easily  apparent.

1,000  for  the  .whole  of  England  and  Wales.  In  1945  the  birth  rate  was 
23.28  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


Death  Rato  t 

The  total  number  of  deaths  v/as  117  (56  mles  and  61  females).  This 
gives  an  annual  death  rate  of  8.42  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
against  11.5  per  1,000  for  the  v;hole  of  England  and  Wales.  In  1945  the 
death  rate  was  12.32  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


Infant  Mortality  Rate . 


Ej-ght  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  during  1946,  making 
an  annual  infant  mortality  rate  of  26.3  per  1000  hirths  as  compared  with 
43  for  England  and  lalCwS  as  a whole.  In  1945  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
was  44.9  per  1000. 

Still  Births. 

The  total  number  of  still  births  was  7 (4  males  and  3 females) . Six 
of  these  v/ere  legitimate  and  one  illegitimate.  The  still  birth  rate  v\ras 
therefore  0.5  per  1000  of  the  population  as  compared  v^ith  0.53  per  1000 
of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Deaths  from  Vi/hooping  Cough  1. 

There  were  no  deaths  fromMoasles,  Scarlet  Pevor,  Diphtheria, 
diarrhoea  under  years  and  no  women  died  in  consequence  of  child  birth.

IXiring  the  year  there  were  seven  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Of 
those  seven  deaths,  four  were  due  to  tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory 
System  and  three  were  due  to  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Twelve  now  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.

Nursing  Hornes  are  in  existence  at  Hornsea  and  Scarborough  for 
mothers  whose  rnaternity  has  left  them  in  ill-health.  Patients  who 
have  attended  have  greatly  benefited  from  the  rest  and  treatment 
provided  at  these  Homes.  It  would  be  of  considerable  advantage  if 
these  services  could  be  extended,  so  as  to  provide  additional 
facilities. 

Health  Visitors  and  Infant  Life  Protection. 

Those  services  are  under  the  control,  of  the  Most  Riding  County 
Council,  and  the  resident  Health  Visitors  for  the  area  aro  Nurse 
Mindharn  and  Nurse  Thorpe.  The  work  porfox^mod  by  the  Health  Visitors 
i^  of  great  benefit  to  the  community  and  both  are, zealous  and  efficient 

The  supervision  of  School  Clinics,  visits  to  mothers  and  babies, 
and  also  work  at  the  Vi/elfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centres,  aro  some  of  the  * 
duties  carried  out  by  the  Heal.th'  Visitors  .

The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Area  is  drawn  from  four 
doep  boroholos  owned  by  the  fonlstone  Urban  District  Council.  This 
supply  is  cUstributed  throughout  the  Area  by  means  of  our  ovm  mains. 
The  v\rater  is  of  good  quality  as  ^iiovm  by  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Tho  disposal  works  at  Lov/  Barugh  are  working  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  and  there  has  been  no  complaint  from  the  Rivers  Board  on  the 
purity  of  tho  effluent  discharged.
